Senator Henry M, Jackson, chairman of the Subcommittee on National 
Policy Machinery, today announced that Mr. Henry Robinson Luce will 
appear before the Subcommittee in open session on Tuesday morning, 

June 28, at 10:00. 

"Mr. Luce, " Senator Jackson said, "has long been concerned with 
the problem of developing a national strategy adequate to the demands 
of the contest with world communism and to the survival of freedom. " 

Mr. Luce is editor-in-chief Time , Life , Fortune , and member of 
the Special Studies Project of the Rockefeller Brothers Fund, Inc. which 
has issued reports on major problems of foreign and defense policy 
over the next decade. 

The hearing will be held in Room 3302, New Senate Office Building. 

The Subcommittee on National Policy Machinery was established 
last year for the purpose of making the first full review of the national 
security process since the passage of the National Security Act of 194?. 
Its study is nonpartisan.
